Relative to letter signed W. A. T., 
Which was published in your paper of 
Oct. 11, in which the writer would like 
to know of some good reason why the 
police officers should not pay carfare, 
for his information and several others 
who are under the same impression, I 
will ask you to do me a favor and print 
this letter. I am a police officer and 
therefore can speak for my department. 

In the first place I will say something 
that the public will have a hard time to 
believe, but is a fact, that the United 
Railways Co, are saving the taxpayers of 
St. Louis a large sum of money by al- 
lowing the Police Department free pas- 
sage in uniform. It is not the car fare 
that an officer would spend going back 
and forth from work, it is what he would 
have to spend in the discharge of his 
cuty that counts. If he had to pay car 
fare he would have to have an expense 
account, which the Board of Police 
Commissioners would pay with the result 
that it would come from the taxpayers. 
Now a lot of people will say, let the of- 
ficers walk; but did they ever stop to 
consider the kind of service they would 
get then. I suppose some of them think 
it is bad enough as it is. Well, it is just 
this, that the officer would walk and 
the public would wait, or furnish them 
some other kind of transportation, and 
the taxpayers would have topay for 
that.

The transportation problem is but one of many in 
the momentous reconstruction program upon which 
nothing of substance has been done. 

Senator Penrose may well be anxious about the 
necessity of getting the treaty out of the way merely 
as a matter of practical politics. But from the 
worthier standpoint of national, and even world, 
welfare, the failure of the Lodge leadership is almost 
tragic, for it is hardly an exaggeration to say that 
Congress, in a practical sense, has ceased to function. 
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THE SOVEREIGN ABROAD. 
The visit of the King of the Belgians to the Unit- 
ed States serves to recall the unique position the head 
of state occupies under the law of nations during his 
sojourn in a foreign country. With respect to him, 
the absolute jurisdiction of the state over all persons 
and things within its territory yields an exception, 
exempting him wholly from the‘operation of its laws, 
civil and criminal. By a fiction of law he enjoys ex- 
territoriality, that is to say, his own law clothes him 
wherever he may go. 
Anciently, the force of exterritoriality was recog- 
nized to the extent of permitting the foreign sovereign 
to execute his own law upon those in his entourage, 
as well as upon others. Thus, in the thirteenth cen- 
tury, the French courts, after solemn consideration, 
assigned to Edward I of England jurisdiction over a 
thief, a native Frenchman, taken in the King’s ho- 
tel during a visit to Paris. 
Richard Coeur de Lion, on his way to the Crusades, 
hanged thieves and robbers on gibbets which he 
erected outside his camp at, Messina, dealing out, in 
the words of an admiring chronicler, ‘justice to the 
stranger and to the native.” 
Yet the inviolability of Richard’s person suffered 
a flagrant invasion on his return from Palestine, 
when he was seized by his enemy, Leopold of Aus- 
tria, and held in close imprisonment by the Emperor 
Henry VII. 
“It was not recognition of wrongdoing in the seiz- 
ure of a reigning sovereign,” says Walker in his his- 
tory of the law of nations, “but the indignation of 
Christendom at the imprisonment of her héro, re- 
inforced by an actual ransom, which secured the cap- 
tive liberty.”

He held aloft the banner of the useful life. His 
influence in this respect is immeasurable. Millions 
felt the influence of his example and counsel.

THE ‘‘FLYING PARSON’’ WINS. 

Having captured the honors in the first half of the 
aerial derby, Lieut.

The United States has 
made no such statutory provision, so that a diplo- 
matic agent of the United States cannot be punished 
‘abroad or at home for any offense he may commit 
in the country to which he is accredited. 

, THE SHRINKING WORE DAY. 
In the labor history of St. Louis during the past 
five years the most striking feature is the reduction 
in the hours of employment. Many thousands of 
workers who were formerly confined to their tasks 
for longer periods each day, now labor for only eight 
hours. The remaining time is available for rest, 
recreation, self-improvement, home duties. [If at 
times press of work necessitates labor for a longer 
period, eight hours still remain the unit in fixing 
pay. 
The eight-hour basis was an end to which great 
effort and years of time have been devoted. The 
24 hours of the day was thought to be so symmetrical- 
ly divided with eight hours for work, eight hours 
for sleep and eight hours for play. The eight hours 
devoted to play, to the pursuit of one’s own devices, 
would contribute to broader men and women, it was 
urged, would get their minds out of the rut to which 
concentrated tion during long hours tended. 
But we have already gone beyond the eight-hour 
mark. The shoe workers’ week is only 44 hours, in- 
stead of 59 hours, as in 1914. Printers work 46 
hours. The building trades generally are on an 
eight-hour day. Street car men work eight hours 
instead of 10, teamsters 111-2 instead of 13, barbers 
11 1-2 instead of 12 and 14 and more, and have a day 
off each week. | 
Along with reductions in working time has come, 
not decrease, but an actual increase in weckly wages, 
amounting in the case of the street car men, to near- 
ly 93 per cent and comfortable percentages in the case 
of other workers. With the reduction in hours fig- 
ured in, these percentages would be much greater. | 
There must necessarily be a limit in the shrink- 
age of the work day and in some industries that limit 
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man life posterity will be indebted beyond measure 
to the Maynards who have won or died splendidly. 
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NO ADVANCE IN FREIGHT RATES. 

The Association of Railroad Executives at a meet- 
ing in New York last week passed a resolution asking 
an increase in rates and appointed a committee to 
confer with Director-General Walker D. Hines. 

Mr. Hines’ reply reminds the executives that their 
immediate interest in the matter is rather remote. 
The contract under which the railroads are now being 
operated by the Government provides a certain re- 
turn, irrespective of whether that return is or is not 
earned. As a matter of fact, the roads are so far

from earning the amount to be paid in rental that 
were they restored to their owners today, a deficit of | 
more than $300,000,000 would have to be made up | 
from taxation. If the Railroad Administration be- 
lieved that rates ought to be raised, it would ask the 
President to do so, without any suggestion from the 
association. 

But months ago Mr. Hines reached.the conclusion 
that an increase in charges would be inexpedient, 
and told his reasons for thinking so. He showed 
how largely freight charges enter into living costs 
and held to the view that, at the present level of those 
costs, advanced rates would impose greater hardships 
on the people than the extra taxation that might be 
needed to meet a deficit. 

The Railroad Administration having declined to 
increase rates for its own benefit, he asks why it 
should now increase them for the railroad owners’ 
benefit, on the eve of resuming private operation. 
No reason, of course, exists for compliance with the 
association’s request. When normal conditions are 
restored, the question of rates will be determined in 
the statutory manner, in accordance with equity and 
the facts. What the association was aiming at was a 
liberal increase now which would save them from 
the necessity of a showdown after the owners get 
the roads back. 

But the owners wil) have fared very well, even if 
they undertake operation as early as Jan. 1. The 
Government has had the lines during the lean years. 
The owners will get their properties back just when 
business is at its best and earnings largest. A short- 
age in cars already exists. Traffic is approaching | 
the peak point in volume. Indeed, if the Govern- 
ment should retain control a few months longer it|

One of the finest things about St. Louis is the 
assurance with which she undertakes something 
difficult The Art and Industry Exposition now 
running at the Southern Hotel is an illustra- 
tion. Many of the big American cities have 
talked about holding such an exposition since 
the war, but St. Louis alone went ahead and did 
it. Probably there were considerations of which 
vne should be fearful, but they made no dif- 
ference here. They never do. The exposition is 
there, and before we are done with it we shall 
absorb the idea. Ideas soak in very slowly. 
There is a great idea behind that exposition— 
one inseparably bound up with our aspirations 
for foreign trade. If we are going to lay our 
manufactured products down in the markets of 
the world beside those of Italy, France, Ger- 
many, Belgium,, Japan and Holland, we shall 
have to make them more attractive in design 
than they are today.
